Response to Amendment

stated below.

2. In the light of filed amendment dated 05/30/2008, the following is a statement of 
reasons for allowance over prior art. 

3. Claims 1-16 are allowed. 

Reasons for allowance 

4. Prior art singly or in combination fails to teach claim limitations, among other 
things included the limitation stated as follows: 

State data information is converted to a simplest data format so that processing 
query service can comprehend the state data information after which query 
processor executes the query on converted data, once the query processor 
produce the outputs the result is sent back to client in a format which client has 
requested in by using transformation processor. 

5. Claims 2-1 6 are dependent claims and further limit the parent claim.
